as are unjuſtly gotten, - which the Children of the Lord can- 
not buy, who are redeemed out'of ſuch things, as you are*1n 
bondage to; with your many vain faſhions which you invent, 


and beget people into, - that. it is-eveiy a'grief} to ſee how you - 


are ſervants of fin, and inventers for peoples luſts, and Inftru- 
ments of Satans will; whereby his:worke-is done : Therefore do 
ſono more,but rather ſeek how to-ſnppreſs them, and learn ts 
beget people into true moderation,..and outof pride, which 
you have been a leader into, and a preparer of the way for 
ride, and vanity ; and delight in it, when you can moſt do 
it, then you are moſt eſteemed ;.and the more fooliſh, the more 
ou pleaſure their vain fancies, and your own ; when people 
looks like Apes and Fools, that it 1s evena ſhame to ſee them, 
how they are gone out of true moderation into fooliſh toyes
